These leaders charge that the democra~ 
tic party are in favor of direct taxation, and 
are opposed to the tariff system, This is un= 
true, Surely the Democracy ought to know 
what they are for; they have ever been oppo- 
sed toa direct taxation. In fact, it was the 
democracy, under Jefferson, that abolished 
the system of direct taxation.
